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Cette chapelle remarquable a été bâtie au début 
du XVIè siècle. Cadoudal y cantonne ses troupes 
la veille de la bataille du «Pont du Loch», le 25 
janvier 1800. 

Ce jour là, Cadoudal et ses Chouans combattent 
farouchement sur les hauteurs du Burgo, face aux 
troupes républicaines du général Harty. 


Désarçonné par un boulet, Cadoudal remonte en 
selle «soufflant comme un chat en colère». 
L'issue de la bataille n’est pas déterminante et 
Cadoudal doit accepter la paix, signée au château 
de Beauregard le 14 février 1800. 
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This remarkable chapel was built in the early 16th 
Century. Cadoudal stationed his troops here on 
the eve of the battle of Loch Bridge, the 25th 
METUTETSA EE: 111x 

Throughout the day, Cadoudal and his irregular 
troops fought a furious battle on the heights 
above Burgo against the Republican troops led by 
General Harty. Unseated by a cannonball, 
Cadoudal remounted his horse «whistling like an 
angry cat». The battle was indecisive. Cadoudal 
was ultimately obliged to sign a peace treaty at 
Beauregard Castle on 14 Febuary 1800.
